It is very desirable that our schools make advancement from 
year to year in many directions; and that this be so evident as 
to be generally recognized. It is difficult, if not impossible, to 
take an accurate measure of every feature in school life. 
Many things we would like to know—such as has there been an 
improvement in discipline, in moral tone, in scholarship, in gen- 
eral knowledge, in breadth of thought, in habits of study, in 
methods of teaching? ‘The statistics given in the school regis- 
ters furnish some data for comparison; but all the results can- 
not be put down in figures, nor can they be clearly observed in 
the few visits to the school room. 

The number of schools in town has been less this year than 
last. It has been found better to pay tuition in Ashland for 
pupils in Nos. 10 and 17 than to maintain even summer schovls 
in those districts. No. 9 union district has been under the 
care of Meredith this year. It was deemed best to have no 
school in No. 11 for the regular school year, as pupils in that 
community could be well accommodated in the village school. 
A request, however, was made for a short tenm of school in 
No. 11 to begin late in the fall. The Board voted to maintain 
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a winter school there, to be open to any who might wish to 
attend from the village or any other part of the town. The 
number that availed themselves of this opportunity to secure 
seven weeks of additional instruction was not as large as was | 
expected. Only ten pupils were enrolled, but they represented 
four districts as known prior to the passage of the new law. 
It proved an excellent school, exceeding in regularity of 
attendance any other in town. 

The number of schools under the care of the Board for the 
regular school year has been eight. Each has had twenty 
weeis of instruction. Last yeur each had seventeen weeks. 
Thus there has been a gain of three weeks, or more than 17 pez 
cent., an improvement worth something. ‘The last five years 
under the district system the average leagth of school for the 
vear was only fourteen and one-half weeks, and there was only 
one school per year that exceeded the twenty weeks that every 
school has had this year. There were some districts that had 
only ten, nine, eight, and even aslow as seven weeks of instruc- 
tion for some of those years. It is agreat improvement to 
give all the children of the town equal advantages in length of 
. school, and a still greater improvement to increase the length of 
school nearly 38 per cent. over the average of the last five 
years under the district system. And yet, as atown, we ought 
not to be satisfied with twenty weeks of school life for the chil- 
dren per year. ‘Twenty weeks in school, thirty-tw> weeks out 
of school. The interval is so long from the close of the fall 
term to the commencement of the summer term that much that 
wis learned is forgotten. Some claim that thirty weeks are 
none too much for children to be in school. The average 
length of school in the state is nearly 23 weeks. New Hamp- 
ton ought not to be less than the average in the state. Last 
year 183 towns in the stste had more weeks of school than New 
Hampton, and only 45 towns had less. 149 towns exceeded 
the length we have had this year, with 79 towns less. Does 
New Hamptov want to do for her children less than a majority 
of the towns are doing for theirs? That you may know what 
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the other towns are doing the following classification is given, 
made from the State Superintendent’s last report : 


12 towns do not exceed 10 weeks in length of school. 
22 towns exceed 10 weeks but not 15 in length of school.

Some towns with less population than New Hampton and 
Jess valuation in property have schools exceeding 30 weeks in 
length. Some who attended the winter term in No. 11, had 
27 weeks in school. If it is not advisable to have a winter 
term for every school, there might be three or four so distrib- 
uted as to meet the wants of the larger children quite generally. 

Without exception female teachers have been employed the 
past year. The average wages paid are $24.17 per month, 
including board. The average wages in the state last year 
were $25.42 per month. . 

Greater efforts than usual were made to secure good teach- 
ers. Kxaminations were not altogether depended upon, but 
where the persons were unknown great pains were taken through 
correspondence and personal enquiry as to fitness; nor were 
they accepted without testimony of high authority commending 
them. We are confident there has been some improvement in 
the grade of teachers and yet, alas! there has been some disap- 
pointment—there always is, where the aim is to secure the 
best. The results by no means entirely satisfy us. For the 
first time, two graduates of our State Normal School were 
employed as teachers, one for the year, the other for a single 
term. They came to us with high recommendations. It was 
known there was some old-time prejudice against the Normal 
School, though it was hoped it was outgrown. It was expected 
and desired that new methods of instruction would be intro- 
duced by these teachers, though it was certain they would not 
win immediate and universal approval—reforms never do. It 
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is certain we must depend more and more on Normal Schools 
for teachers. The academies do not furnish teachers for us 
as they once did. The supply from this source does not meet 
the demand. The time is past when girls or boys with a term 
or two in the academy or high school can be accepted as teach- 
ers in our public schools. The Normal School is founded for 
the express purpose of fitting those who attend them to teach. 
Repeated visits to the Normal School at Plymouth by one or 
more members of the Board convince us that the methods of 
instruction and practical drill in teachers’ work must be exceed- 
ingly helpful in preparing teachers for our public schools. It 
is true that as the ‘‘college does not make the man’’, so the 
Normal school does not make the teacher. Great teachers are 
born such. ‘The Normal school and other schools simply help 
develop the powers within and fit them for their life work. 
The class of students that attend the Normal School intend to 
make teaching in the public schools a profession more largely 
than those who attend any other school. 

There are four essentials to a good teacher, viz: cbaracter, 
scholarship, adaptation to teach and ability to govern. A 
serious defect in either will make the school largely a failure. 
Without character the moral tone of the school must be low. 
The teacher’s work is to mould character, to train children for 
manhood and for womanhood and for life’s great duties. He 
cannot impart to others what he himself does not possess. 
Without scholarship a knowledge of the subjects to be taught 
will be wanting. Without adaptation to teach, the knowledge 
possessed, however great it may be, cannot be used. Without 
ability to govern, the children will act and reign according to 
their own will. Character may be known from personal knowl- 
edge or through the testimony of others; scholarship can be 
ascertained by examinations; but adaptation to teach and abil- 
ity to govern can be surely known only by actual tests in the 
school-room. For this reason some teacher will always disap- 
point us. 

It is a melancholy fact that some teachers of little merit give 
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excellent satisfaction in some of our schools to both children 
and parents, while teachers of greater energy, of larger infor- 
mation, and more thorough drill are received with less favor. 

The erumeration of children between the ages of five and 
fifteen by the selectmen is as follows: boys, 76; girls, 59; 
total, 135. The number registered in school of the same age 
is: boys, 85; girls, 85; total, 170. As long as there are thir- 
ty-five children enrolled in school more than the Selectmen can 
find in town, there can be no complaint as to attendance. The 
number registered of all ages is: boys, 97; girls, 96; total, 
198. This is a loss of five from last year. 

There has been no improvement the past year over the pre- 
ceding in regularity of attendance. The number of half day 
absences of all kinds is 7382, amounting to 738 school weeks. 
Thus more than twenty-two per cent. of the pupils registered 
were absent from school on an average from the beginning to 
the close of each term. This is caused largely by removals 
from town, by a few remaining in school less than two weeks, 
and by parents keeping their chi'dren out of school for insuf- 
ficient reasons. The percentage of attendance of the entire 
number registered for each school for the year is as follows: 
No. 1, 79 per cent. No. 3, 77 per cent. No. 4, 88 per cent. 
No. 5, 62 a Nom (O° a No. 12, 63 th 
No. 13, 80 es No. 16, 77 ns No. 11, winter term, 
93 per cent. 

There has been a falling off in the roll of perfect attendance 
also. Last year there were 68 in the summer term, 42 in the 
fall term; this year 42 in the summer term, 25 in the fall term 
and one in the winter term. 

There bas been an increase in the number of pupils in the 
smaller schools. No school has had less than ten pupils 
enrolled. Last year there were seven terms of schools, in 
which the number w:s Jess than ten. 

Two new school-houses have been built and occupied for the 
first time the p'e-eut year, and this is a great improvement 
over the past. None of the school houses now in use can be 
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considered unfit for school purposes, yet nearly all of them except 
those recently bu'lt ought to be painted outside, and some of 
them insile. This should be done for the protection of our 
school buildings, as well as to make them attractive to citizen 
or strarger passing by and to administer comfort to children 
and teacher within. Three of the eight school-houses, which 
are never vacated for a single term even, still have the old- 
fashioned, home-made seats. These should give way to the 
new, single seats of modern improvement. Not another year 
should pass before this needful change is made in school-house 
No. 4. The size of our village school demands it both in the 
interest of comfor: and easier discipline. 

Now that the town is out of debt attention can be given to 
some of our school wants. Hardly a school-ropm is well sup- 
plied with good blackboard. The average amount is only 
thirty-six square feet to a school-room. A good teacher can 
use in a Jarge school three or four times that amount to great 
profit, yet one pew school-house has been built without one 
foot of blackboard on the wall. An imperative need is to sup- 
ply every school-room with a globe und outline maps. As 
much as the farmer needs tools to cultivate his farm, the teacher 
needs these and other helps to impress the eye and mind with 
the lessons of the day. Werecommend asuitable appropriation 
for these necessary supplies. 

This coming year, according to the law of the state, the town 
is to purchase all the books to be used in our schools. This 
introduces a great difficulty and a great opportunity. It is no 
slight work to make the best selection of books froio the flood 
that has already come tous. It will be a burden to care for 
these books, to note their condition from term to term, to take 
them to the various school-houses at the beginning of the term 
and then to some place of deposit at the close. It will require 
the closest culculation to estimate, even approximately, the 
number of books that will be wanted of each kind. But the 
advantages to be gained are far greater than the difficulties to 
be overcome. Not the least of these advantages is in having 
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uniform text-books in allour schools. It is a pity they are not 
to be uniform throughout the county and state. The multiplic- 
ity of text-books in the past has increased unduly the number 
of classes taught, and this has given less time for each recita- 
tion. More time for each class means better work, a better 
drill. Another advantage will be to have every pupil amply 
provided with books, which has not been true in. the past. 
This lack has seriously interferred with the progress aud some- 
times the good deportment of the schools. As good text-books 
have much to do with the prosperity of the school, it will be no 
small thing to have the best—if the judgment of the Board is 
equal to such a task-—take the place of inferior ones. The 
greatest advantage of all isin providing a set of books for each 
teacher. We can insist on a higher standard of efficiency, by 
far, than before. We can insist that teachers shall go before 
their classes with a thorough knowledge of the lessons to be 
taught, that they shail not hold the text-book in hand in hear- 
ing a recitatation where the pupil does not in reciting. Never 
before has such an opportunity come to us to improve our 
schools. Great things can reasonably be expected this coming 
year. And this introduction of free text-books makes possible 
a classification of studies greatly to the advantage of our 
schools. Certain studies have been sadly ignored in the past. 
There is now an opportunity to classify studies so as to have a 
proper gradation from term to term, from year to year, with no 
important study left out. If the town will make the necessary 
appropriations for indispensable helps, most wonderful results 
can be effected in the near future—a revolution even. ‘This 
is New Hampton’s opportunity. Do not miss it.
